No. 178-Prcs/95,—The President is pleased to approve 
the award of Ashoka Chakra for most conspicuous bravery 
to :— 

Major Rajiv Kumur Joon (IC-50443) SC 22 Grenadiers 

(Post humour,) 

(Effective date of the award 16th September. 1994) 

On 16th September 9, a search party under Major Rajiv 
Kumar Joon carried out cordon and search operation in 
village Arijan Deosar in District Anantnag of Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

At 1300 hauls Major Rajiv Kumar Joon, dicuvered two 1 
militants hiding inside a house in a wall between the door 
and the ceiling of the room. The hiding militants were 
persuaded to come out but they sprang out of the hideout 
tiring indiscriminately all over the room and at the search 
party located at the doorway, injuring a member of the 
search party. 

Major Rajiv Kumar Joon, realising the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion, immediately ordered his search party to cover and 
engage the militants. The trapped militants jumped into 
the basement of the house and brought heavy volume of fiic 
on the search party from an opening. Major Rajiv Kumar 
Joon, sensing that his comrades could not engage the well 
entrenched militants effectively from their location, crawled 
up to the loophole on the outer side of the basement at 
great risk to his personal safety, lobbed two hand grenades 
into the loophole, and fired into it killing one hard core 
Pakistan trained militant. The other militant continued 
firing from the corner of the basement with renewed vigour. 

At this moment, Major Rajiv Kumar Joon, risking his 
life for the safety of his comrades, daringly approached the 
loophole to effectively engage and neutralize the concealed 
militant. In this closest of the close encounters, the Major 
and the militant came face to face with each other. The 
latter having the advantage of darkness, fired at Major 
Rajiv Kumar Joon injuring him grievously on the throat 
damaging his chest. 

Major Rajiv Kumar Joon, grievously wounded and pro¬ 
fusely bleeding, refused to move back and in a final bid 
sprayed bullets all over the basement killing the militant. In 
this valiant act of extreme courage and sacrifice. Major 
Rajiv Kumar Joon single handedly killed both the armed 
militants saving the lives of his comrades. The two killed 
militants were later ^identified as Bashir Ahmed Padar alias 


Nur-Ur-Haq, self styled Company Commander of Ilizbul 
Mujahideen and the assessing of Ex Cabinet Minister of 
Jammu and Kashmir and Mustaff Ahmed Khandc ‘Muda- 
xsar’. Two AK 56 Rifles with 3 magazines AK 56 and 22 
rounds of ammunition were also recovered in this operation. 

Major Rajiv Kumar Joon, thus displayed conspicuous 
courage and gallantry of the highest order, undoubtedly 
beyond the call of duty and laid down his life fighting the 
militants.

1, 2584167 Havildar Dhanaraj Muthappan, Madras 

(Posthumous 1 

(Effective dale of the award : 12th Jury, 1994) 

J-luvildar Dhanaraj Muthappan was the commander of one 
of the conic'll parties carrying out clordon and search of 
village Noham in Puhvama disliict of Jammu and Knslhmir 
on 12 July 1994. 

Two anti nnlliona.1 elements (ANEs) trapped in the cordon, 
tried lo escape by firing in different directions. They goi 
into a paddy field and tried to crawl away under (he cover 
of grass and thick foliage. Havildar Muthappan, who was 
the cordon party commander, on observing some movement 
of crass, immediately organised a search of the field vciry 
tacllullv. He was personally leading one such group inside 
the field when he suddenly came face Lo face wilh the two 
militants, A sudden and brief fire fight at close quarter 
ensued. Havildar Muthappan was grtivously injured during 
the exchange. 

Inspitc of being grievously injured and bleeding profusely, 
Hvildar Muthuppan disp’ying heroism and chivalry of excep¬ 
tional dimensions did not give up but charged at the mili¬ 
tants with renewed vigour and shot them dead on the spot. 
However, in this action he was once again hit by bullets in 
the chest and succumbed to his wounds making the supreme 
sacrifice while carrying out his duty. Two rifles AK-56, 
six magazines and 82 rounds of AK 56 and one slick Grenade 
were recovered from the dead militants. 


Havildar Dhanaraj Muthappan. thus, displayed exceptionally 
-high degree of dynamism, unparalleled courage and total 
■devotion to duty. 
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2. 13742820 Lance Havildar Nek Singh, SC, Jammu and 

Kashmir Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 7th August, 1994). 

Lance Havildar Nek Singh, Shaurya Chiakre was of Head¬ 
quarters Company Second Battalion, The Jammu and Kashmir 
Rifles. 

On 07th August 1994 the battalion hud established a cordon 
at Village Hnssai'pilr Tabela, Tchsil Kulgnm District Auant- 
nag at 1200 hours, From here a patrol was sent to reek 
encounter with the militants towards village Khudawaiu of 
same Tchsil and District. 

As the patrol neared village Rfihpur Tehsil Kulgnm it 
c.ime under ell'eclivs lire of AK 56 riffle of militants because 
of which one Non Commissioned Officer sustained gunshot 
wound in his thigh. I.nce Havildar Nek Singh, SC was the 
first to see the two militants who after firing were trying to 
escape Immediately lie nlongwith an officer ran after the 
militants who meanwhile hud run into the village. The mili¬ 
tants stopped and took cover behind a wall. One of them 
quickly opened effective fire at h : s two pursuers, Realising 
that the officer was directly in the line of fire Lance Havildar 
Nek Singh SC pushed him aside and engaged he militans in a 
fierce face to face encounter. One of them was killed on 
the spot,. The other militant picked up the weapon of the 
fallen militant and continued to lire, In the exchange of' 
fire Lance Havildar Nek Singh, SC sustained serious gunshot 
wounds in the left side of abdomen and left thigh. 

Unmindful of his injuries and continuous bleeding, the 
NCO did noi stop and displaying unparalleled heroism and. 
courage clos:d on to the militant and shot him dead. 
Immediately theieaftcr the NC.O’s left thigh bone which had 
been hit broke completely and he collapsed on the ground. 
He was cvacunted to 92 Base Hospital by helicopter where 
he succumbed to his injuries on 15th August 94. 

His gallant action resulted in the killing of two PakVan 
fmined dreaded militants of Hizbul Mujahideen and recovery 
of one AK 56 Rifle and ammunition. 

fiance Havildar Nek Singh, Sb.nirya Chakm, thus dis¬ 
played conspicuous bravery unmindful of his personal .safety, 
in [lie highest traditions of the liul’an Army. 


3, Captain Arjun Singh Guleria (IC-48059) Artillery. 

(Effective date of the award : 6th September, 1994) 

On 06th September 1994, during cordon and search of village 
Dadi Naubng of Srinagar Distiict, Ibc party under Captain 
Guleria came under heavy automatic fire from a house. 
He immediately tut off the tscape routes of the militants 
inside the house. Three militants had taken cover in a double 
storeyed house and were filing and constantly changing 
rooms. The fire fight carried on for three hours. 

Captain Gulciiu using natural cover and he'dcraft. crawled 
up to the house totally unmindful of his personal safety 
and lobbed a grenade inside a room through a window, 
killing one of the militants, inside instantly. The two re¬ 
maining militants run lip to the first floor and one of them 
tried to lire at Captain Guleria. from the first floor window, 
with great presence of mind and razor sharp reflexes, Captain. 
Guleria looked up and shot the militant dead. He now 
climbed into the house through a ground floor window audi 
tracked the third militant to the first floor. Thereafter, he 
threw a grenade into the room, As he did so. the militant 
came running out firing. Captain AS Guleria taking cover, 
with great ingenuity and nauntless courage, shot the third, 
militant also dead. Three rifles AK-56, nine magazines and 
70 round', of AK 56 were iccovcred from the three killed 
militants who were all identified as Afghan meregntries of 
Havkat-ul-Ansnr group. 

Captain Arjun Singh Guleiia. thus, displayed indomitable 
courage and a high standard of military leadership in the 
faco of militants’ lire. 


4. 2982680 Lance Naik Mahaveer Singh Rajput, Rajput. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 19th September, 1994) 

On 19th September 1994, two companies carried out flush¬ 
ing cum seeking encounter operation in area elf village 
Ruchhu of Baramulla District in Jammu and Kashmir. The 
village is just south of National Highway. 

At about 1135 hours, while the Company under Major 
M. Maniraj, was carrying out flushing of the paddy fields 
west of village Buchhu, two militants hiding in the fields 
suddenly stood up and started firing indiscriminately at the 
Company Commander's) party, Lance Naik M a ha veer 
Singh Rajpt, in o swift action displaying exemplary and ex¬ 
traordinary courage, pushed his Company Commander and 
colleagues aside of the line of fire and took on the brunt of 
fire, thus saving the lives of his Company Commander and 
colleagues. Lance Naik Mahaveer Singh Rajput received 
gun shot wound in his left shoulder. Though mortally 
wounded and bleeding profusely, Lance Naik Mahaveer 
Singh Rajput continued to move ahead and shot dead both 
the dreaded militants of Hizbul Mujahideen in. very close 
encounter. He was immediately evacuated to 92 Base Hos¬ 
pital where he succumbed to his injury. This valiant action 
of Imnce Naik Mahaveer Singh Rajput paved the way for 
elimination of six more hardcore militants ctf Hizbul Mujahi¬ 
deen, who were holding a meeting and finalising plans, to 
ambush Army Convoys moving on the National Highway. 

Lance Naik Mahaveer Singh Rajput, thus, displayed cons¬ 
picuous gallantry, exceptional courage and devotion to duty. 


5. Captain Devashish Shairma (MR-6368), AMC.. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 10th December, 1994) 

On 10th December 1994, during cordon and search of 
village Dangarpura of Soporct Tehsil in Baramulla District 
of Jammu & Kashmir one search party under an officer drew 
militants’ fire from few houses. As a result, one officer and 
one NCO sustained gun shot wound on right arm and on 
left hand respectively. Captain Devashish Sharma, Regimen¬ 
tal Medical Officer volunteered and moved under heavy fire to 
extricate and render timely first tad -to the casualties. In the 
continuing exchange of fire with militants, two mote Sepoys 
were badly injured. Once again Captain Sharma moved 
under fire to extricate and render first aid to both the Sipoys. 

Later in Ihe day. one militant hiding inside a house star¬ 
ted firing indiscriminately and tried to escape. In this heavy 
exchange of fire, Captain Devashish Sharma sustained gun 
shot wound on left thigh. One NCO was also injured. Des¬ 
pite bleeding profusely, Captain Devashish Sharma, crawled 
under fire for about twenty yards, brought down aimed fire 
and shot dead the foreign mercenary trying to escape. Dis¬ 
playing high sense of duty, medical ethics and unparalleled 
comradeship, he rendered first aid to the injured NCO with¬ 
out caring for his own injury. Although being himself cri¬ 
tically injured, he evacuated the NCO in the first helicopter 
sortie and himself in the next sortie. Captain Devashish 
Sharma. evacuated to 92 Base Hospital bv helicopter, suc¬ 
cumbed to his injuries later. 

Captain Devashish Sharma, thus, displayed high sense of 
duty and unparalleled comradeship with total disregard to 
his personal safety. 

6 . JC-47921 Subedar Hem Bahadur Thapa, Assam Rifles, 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 14th December. 1994) 

On 14th December 1994, Subedar Hem Bahadur Thapa 
volunteered to join a patrol, which hud an encounter with 
NSCN(S) hostile* in general area Sanalok River in Manipur. 
Subedar Hem Bahadur Thapa immediately took command 
6i the situation and assaulted the histiles position from a 
flank. During the assault he WaS fatally injured by hostile 
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Are on his right hand. Despite the injury and 

against all odds he continued to motivate and lead the assaul¬ 
ting troops on the the hostile*’ position. During the assault, 

he was again hit by another undergionnda' bullet on tne 

head. As a result he started bleeding profusely and fell down 
on the ground. Still he did not give up and got up again 
to assault the hostile*’ position, Staggering, he continued to 
inch forward and simultaneously fired his AK-47 at the posi¬ 
tion, thus depriving the hostiles from fulfilling their aim and 
inspiring his group to another lightening assault against the 
militants. 

Mortally wounded, he again fell down on ground and 
started to crawl towards the hostiles. He lobbed a grenade 
at the hostile'., thus hilling one of them who was charging 
towards him to snatch his personal weapon. His undaunt¬ 
ing courage forced the hostiles to abandon their position in, 
panic, leaving behind a large quantity of arms, ammunition, 
equipment, incriminating documents and the dead bodies of 
their two colleagues alongwith their personal weapons, 

Subedar Hem Bahadur Thapa. thus, displayed exemplary 
act of gallantry and made the supreme sacrifice. 


The post held on like a rock and continued to infleit injury 
on enemy and maintain vigil unflinchingly. To discourage 
enemy from firing at Bhnjnn, attack by liic on enemy post 
Spur was planned. The needed weapons were amassed. 
Naib Subedar volunteered to be the detachment commander. 
The detachment guided raid led by him went into action and 
systematically destroyed tho enemy post by fire, By the fourth 
day enemy post Spur had turned into a mount of rubble. 
Five bunkers has perished and enemy was holed tip inside 
the last bunker. In desperation enemy posts sunounding 
Bhajan opened up with all available weapons. Naib Subedar 
Avtar Singh and his motivated party continued with the task. 
As the last bunker started crumbling, the cnemv fire increas¬ 
ed in strength. At (JB50 hours on 29th March 1994, Naib 
Subedar Avtar Singh was hit by the enemy burst of a heavy 
weapon while he was actively demolishing the last bunker. 
The bullet pierced Avtar singh’s neck. Tho bravo 
Junior Commissioned Officer made the supreme sacrifice for 
the country. 

Naib Subedar Avtar Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous 
courage and valour in the face of the enemy.

Naik Bhim Singh, was detailed for providing protection to 
BRO personnel working on Manu-Kanchanpur road in an 
insurgency affected area of North Tripura. 

On 24 Mar 95 at about 0900 hrs, Naik Bhim Singh was 
maiming a light Machine Gun mounted on a vehicle. When 
the vehicle was negotiating a steep gradient between two 
hillocks, it came under heavy automatic fire from all side*. 
Tho first volley of bullets hit the tyres and also ripped open 
his intestines. With total disregard to the pain and ignoring 
the profuse bleeding, he returned fire on both the hillocks. 
As the vehicle stopped, be realized that everybody had be¬ 
come sitting targets, Yet, he did not abandon his post and 
provided covering fire to his party while exhorting them to 
jump out and take positions. His courage iniected vigour 
into his comrades. Naik Bhim Singh engaged the insurgents 
relentlessly and Rained precious time for hia party to fan out 
and fire, Another volley of bullets pierced his right hand 
but undeterred the twice wounded Naik Bhim Singh fitted a 
fresh charged magazine into the LMG, At this point bullets 
hit the charged magazine which burst killing him on the 
spot. 

Naik Bhim Singh displayed gallantry, cod courage unflin¬ 
ching devotion to duty, presence of mind and passion for the 
safety of his comrades with utter disregard to his owu safety, 
action not only forced the insurgents to turn tail, but also 
ensured that none of his comrades were even injured.

Niaz Mohammed a mercenary. Sepoy Nishan Singh hrier 
succumbed to his injuries. 

Sfepoy Nishan Sindh, thus, displayed valour and set Boas 
nevotion to duty in srtving the lives of Ms eoUsttftres at 
the cost of his own life. 


At 150(1' hous Major Manoj again alongwith his team rus¬ 
hed and cordoned off another house where two more milli- 
tants were hiding. As Major Manoj Nataraian approached 
towasda the main door, heavy volume of Are was brought 
upon his team. Major Manoj Natarajan asked ANE’s to 
aanwfttlor hut they fired again on hla team.

Subedar Mayan Gopal raided a house of a known hwl- 
djr* militant in Village Karipaabad of rulwsma Diatom 
at Jamjnu and Kashrftlr on 08 Jfipe 94 in broad 
light. Unmindful of his personal safety ho moved m 
swiftly with Burgical precision and caught all the inmates 
af the house by sunwise and recovered two Rocket Pro¬ 
pelled Gaenade Launchers after 41 hours search without 
having fired a single shot. 


i 22 May 1994 at 2230 hours suspicious movement of 
iirce persons was observed from the direction, of Village 
Filhalan. The Officer let the ANEs come uo to the centre of 
ambush and in the ensuing fierce fire fight killed one of 
Hem. The other ANEs directed heavy volume of fire and 
bbed grenades to prevent troops from closing in but this 
1 net deter Captain Arvind Vikram Singh and his partv 
d with unflinching courage they shot dead one more ANE 
d overpowered the other armed ANE alive. Two Rifles 
ik 56 with rix magazines, one grenade and 147 rounds 
pre recovered. 

After conducting operations at village Hayan at about 
v2l> hours on 07 July 94 while cioerine the Indus river 
,i aii improvised three feet wide wooden bridge Rifleman 
)jramber Singh lost balance and fell into the fast flowing 
(jrrent of rive r Indus. Captain Arvind Vikram Singh jum- 
3 d ‘in the torrential current of the river to save hi* company 
ijwdrr, Negotiating through huge boulders, managsd to gt*t> 


Onoc again, during the cordon and search of village 
ftorau in Pulwama District on 18 June 94, observing sus¬ 
picious movements along a nsllah, Subedar Mayan moved 
to the adjacent high ground to intercept the militants on 
orders of the company commander. Subedar’s party and 
militants simultaneously reached the hiah ground. The 
Subedar personally led the charge on militants against stiff 
and heavy automatic fire and killed one of them. Despite 
being grievously wounded he continued the chase of yet 
another militant. 

Displaying unparaliod heroism and courage, he closed in 
with the militant who hid himself in a small creek. At 
close quarter, the militant stood up face to face with the 
Subedar and they both fired simultaneously. The militant 
was shot dead by Subedar Mayan Gopal but during the 
fire fight he was again hit by bulk's in the neck and 
died anstantly. On moppinc up, two dead bodies of 
militants .alopgwith two rifles, grenade launcher attack- 
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meat, two pistols with huge quantity of assorted ammuni¬ 
tion and other warlike stores were recovered. 

Subedar Mayan Gopal, thus, displayed courage, devotion 
to duty and spirit of self sacrifice. 


6 . Major Ranveer Singh (IC-41244), 

Artillery 

(EfFecive date of award : 28 July 1994) 

On 28 July 94 Major Ranveer Singh was detailed by the 
Officer Commanding 12 Recce & Observation Flight for a 
Casualty Evacuation Mission in OP HIFAZAT in OP 
ORECH1D as a pilot in command of Air Cfart Z-391 with 
Oapt'-RS Malik as co-"pilot. He was .tasked to evacuate five 
battle casualties from the thick of operation, which was 
going on in general area Thembram. The casualties were 
required to be evacuated from a very difficult terrain 
wherein only a small patch of the jungle had been cleared 
to land an aircraft. By exhibiting high standards of pro¬ 
fessional skill, three casualties were evacuated in the first 
trip, during which the helicopter was fired upon by an 
underground. He immediately checked out all the para¬ 
meters of the machine and having ascertained them to be 
safe, he proceeded to drop the casualties to Chalwa. 
Knowing fully well that the aircraft may be fired upon 

again, he pressed on to pick up the remaining two serious 
battle casualties from the op. area. After a quick mental 
appreciation, he look off with the casualties using 

unconventional flying techniques, and selected a safe rou(o 
to land at Chakabama to get the seriousness of damage 

on the air craft checke and also to provide first aid to 
the casualties. During the post flight check the pilot 
detected a through bullet hole in one of the main rotor 

blades. Inspite of the damage to the aircraft the aviator 

undertook the mission. 

Major Ranveer Singh, thus, displayed courage, determina¬ 
tion and dedication to duty with utter disregard to his 
personal safety. 


7. Second Lieutenant Vipin Bhatla (IC-52877), 

Army Ordnance Corps. 

(Effective date of the award : 28 July 1994) 

On 28 July 1994 based on specific information, 27 
RAJPUT carried out cordon and search operation in Village 
Reban. At about 1415 hours, while Commanding Officer's 
Quick Reaction Team and one company approached village 
Reban, militants opened heavy volume of Universal Machine 
Qun and AK fire on the troops. 

Second Lieutenant Vipin Bhatia immediately organised hi* 
platoon to outmanoeuvre the firing militants. Leading his 
platoon from the front and setting a personal example, 
Second Lieutenant Vipin Bhatia closed in with the militant* 
despite continuous and heavy volume of fire by them 
totally disregarding personal safety. Second Lieutenant 
Vipin Bhatia showing exemplary leadership qualities and 
bravery, personally shot dead one of the notorious militants 
who was also a company commander of MJF and recover¬ 
ed one Rifle AK 56 from the slain militant, In the fire 
fight Second Lieutenant Vipin Bhatia sustained bullet 
injuries on both his thighs. Undeterred by the injury 
sustained, he continued to advance and killed another 
dreaded Pakistan trained militant and recovered one rifle 
AK 56 from the dead militant. In the operation that day, 
six militants were killed including a battalion commander 
and a company commander of the militant outfit MJF and 
large quantities of arms and ammunition were recovered. 

Second Lieutenant Vipin Bhatia. thus, displayed conspi¬ 
cuous bravery and leadership qualities with utter disregard 
to his personal safety. 

8 . 3100546 Rifleman Narayan Singh, (Posthumous) 
Assam Rifles 

(Effective date of the award : 28 July 1994) 

During 'OP Blue Hill’ Rifleman Narayan Singh was 

forming part of the raid group of a raid on a well fortified 


National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Isaac/Nuivah) 
(NSCN) training camp at Thembram Village in Manipur. 
On 28 July 1994 the leading elements of the raid group 
were still pinned down under heavy automatic and grenade 
fire from the undergrounds, who were holding a well 
fortified bunker giving them strategically vantage position. 
At this juncture Rifleman Narayan Singh showing exem¬ 
plary courage and total disregard to his personal safely 
charged at the bunker, all the while firing into the port 
holes till such time a grenade blast mortally wounded 
him. and later he succumbed his injuries on 01 Aug 1994. 
This exemplary action paved the way for the final clearance 
of the bunker and successful execution of the raid in which 
nine NSCN Isaac/Muivah) undergrounds weie killed, 
twenty two sophisticated weapons alongwith a large 
quantity of ammunition recovered. 

Rifleman Narayan Singh, thus, displayed rare courage, 
devotion to duty and spirit of self sacrifice. 

9. 3-00818 Rifleman Prasidhan Singh, ( Posthumous ) 

Assam Rifles 

(Effective date of the award : 28 July 1994) 

During ‘OP Blue Hill’ Rifleman Prasidhan Singh was 
part of the raid group during a raid on a well fortified 
National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Isaac/Muivah) 
(NSCN) training camp at Thembram village in Manipur. 
At about 0530 hours on 28 July 94 as the raiding group 
was closing in on the NSCN camp the leading elements 
were pinned down under heavy automatic and grenade 
fire from (he undergrounds from a vantage position of a 
well fortified bunker. 

At this operationally crucial juncture Rifleman Prasidhan 
Sihgh crawled up the steep slope and showing exemplary 
courage and total disregard to his personal safety. In an 
atmosphere charged with flying bullets and grenade blasts, 
charged the bunker returning fire Into its port holes thus 
silencing one of the undergrounds in the bunker. However, 
jn this valiant action Rifleman Prasidhan Singh was hit by 
an AK-47 burst on his right thigh and hip region due to 
which he fell down. Bleeding profusely and despite ebbing 
strength he went on firing at the bunker till such time 
this brave son of the soil breathe his last. This exemplary 
action totally inspired his group which led to the clearance 
of the hunker and successful execution of the raid, in which 
nine NCN (Isaac/Muviah) undergrounds were killed, 
twenty two sophisticated weapons and large quantity of 
ammunition captured- 

Rfieman Prasidhan Singh, thus, displayed valiant act of 
exemplary courage and made the supreme sacrifice of his 
life while fighting the undergrounds. 


10. 2684649 Grenadier Panjku Lai, 

Grenadiers 

(Effective date of the award : 3 August 1994) 

On 03 August 1994, Grenadier Panjku T.al was detailed 
on an ambush, south of Hammu Post to thwart the move 
of anti national elements towards Dardpura, a village 
frequenled by them. 

At approximate 2040 hours Grenadier Panjku Lai noticed 
a group of four anti national elements moving towards 
his plrtoon. He impiediately alerted (he Commander of 
the party. Grenadier Panjku Lai waited Ell the terrorists 
came upto approximately 15 yards from his position before 
opening fire, killing one on the spot. However, one of the 
bullets fired bv him hit the grenade being carried by the 
terrorist on person, which burst and resultantly Grenadier 
Panjku Lai got hit by a sharpcnel in the chest. Meanwhile, 
the remaining anti national elements opened up with a 
heavy volume of automatic fire in a bid to escape, under 
the cover of darkness. Undeterred bv the heavy volume of 
fire aimed at him and unmindful of his injury. Grenadier 
Panjku Lai gave chase alongwith his party commander and 
k'lled two more terrorists. The fire fight lasted approxi¬ 
mately 20 minutes, throughout which Grenadier Paniku lal 
blending profusely from the wound received by the 
grenade sharpened refused to give up and subsequently, after 
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allowing himself lo be given first aid to plug the wound, 
joined in the search operation till personally ordered by the 
Company Commander to be evacuated. The encounter 
resulted in killing of three anti national elements and 
recovery of one Universal Machine Gun, three rifles AK-56, 
one rifle sniper, two pistols, a radio set, and a large 
quantity of ammunition. 

Grenadier Panjku Lai, thus, displayed rare courage and 
dedication beyond the call of duty with utter disregard to 
his personal safety, 

11. JC-41202 Naib Subedar Surit Singh SM, 

9 Para Commando (Posthumous) 

'(Effective date of the award : 12 August 1994) 

9 Para Commando led by Naib Subedar Surjit Singh, 
SM was launched to seek and destroy the militants in 
general area Dushan forest in Jammu and Kashmir, The 
militants were supposedly planning disturbances during 
Independence Day. 

Naib Subedar Surjit Singh, SM a decorated veteran of 
OP Pawnn in Sri Lanka divided his troop in two halves 
and selected the more dangerous area for his half of the 
troop. At 050(1 hours on 12 August 94 the valiant JCO 
managed to surprise the ANEs who had cunningly sited 
themselves in a manner that their location could not be 
approached without being detected. As soon as the mili¬ 
tants were sin prised, fierce Are fight, ensued. The militants 
were bringing down effective fine on the party of 
late Naib Subedar Surjit Singh, SM. On seeing that the 
militants’ fire is likely to give (hem a chance to get 
away unscathed, the gallant JCO decided to charge them. 
Galvanised by the heroic example set by their leader, the 
party assaulted the militants, Surprised bv this unexpected 
charge the militants took to their heels. Despite being hit 
by a number of bullets and mortally wounded, the fallen 
Junior Commissioned Officer refused all attention but kept 
on urging his men to tackle the militants. 

Naib Subedar Suri'it Singh SM, thus, displayed raw 
courage, conspicuous gallantry, outstanding leadership and 
selfless devotion to duty in order to thward the designs of 
ANE’s and mode the supreme sacrifice. 


12. 2582042 Naik Varsi Vasudcv Rao, ( Posthumous) 

6 Madras. 

(Effective date of the award : 13 August 1994) 

On 13 August 1994. intelligence report indicated presence 
of some undergrounds in village Umathel, Thoubal District 
in Manipur. Bused on these reports Officer Commanding 
Charlie Company despatched a column to seek and destroy 
the undergrounds. Naik Varsi Vasudcv Rao was (he section 
Commander of leading section. 

When the column reached near village Umathel and was 
about to search the area, suddenly it came under heavy 
and effective fire from the Kakching Khunao College 
complex. Naik Varsi Vasudeo Rao immediately deployed 
his section and directed his men to bring down heavy and 
accurate fire on the undergrounds hiding in the college 
complex. He himself led his men on a flanking in 
position, simultaneously firing at the undergrounds. During 
this manoeuvre Naik Varsi Vasudev Rao was hit by a 
bullet on his chest. Even while bleeding profusely, he 
led his men with extreme courage and total and utter 
disregard to his own safety. He kept on spurring his men 
to keep moving Td firing thereby achieving the task given 
to his section till he succumbed to the iniurics on 14th 
August. 1994. This supreme sacrifice of life resulted in 
subsequent killing of nine undergrounds and apprehension of 
one underground of joint croup of National Socialist Council 
of Nim'daml and United National liberation Front. 
Amorics 1 those killed was Area Commander of National 
Socialist <"'(),mcil of Nagaland, self styled lieutenant Thumpa 
Anal. Search of the area resulted in recovery of large 
quantify of ammunition, 

Naik Vars ; Vasudev Rao, thus, displayed extreme courage 
at the cost of his own life. 


13. Captain Jasbir Singh Kaberwal (IC-J0.950) 

Bihar 

(Effective date of the award : 3 September 1994) 

On 03 September 1994, near village Gundbon one ambush 
party led by Captain Jasbir Singh Kaberwal saw some 
militants sneaking out of the village and moving towards 
village Naidkhai, 

Seeing this, Captain Kaberwal showing great acumen and 
maturity divided his party into two teams and engaged tho 
militants by his sustained and accurate AK fire. This 
resulted in the militants opening up with their AK-56 Rifles 
from a very close range. Captain JS Kaberwal showing 
utter disregard to his personal safety, in a swift action 
killed one militant, a dreaded platoon Commander of 
Muslim Janbaz Force and recovered one Rifle AK-56, four 
maeazine and 21 rounds. Two mibtants hiding in the 
paddy fields, threw three hand grenades towards Captain 
J S Kaberwal. but the officer showing unmatched presence 
of mind and timely evasive action saved himself and his 
men. Having spotted these militants, and undeterred by 
their constant heavy automatic fire, Captain J S Kaberwal 
closed on to the militants and shot dead the second militant, 
a dreaded area commander of AL Barq by bringing down 
accurate fire from his AK-47. The third militant, as a 
last resort charged at Captain J S Kaberwal, who had 
almost exhausted bis ammunition. The officer using his 
ligh'nlng reflexes got entangled in a hand to hand fight, 
overpowered the militant, snatched the militant's weapon 
and shot him dead 

Captain Jasbir Singh Kaberwal. thus, displayed conspicuous 
bravery, dogged determination with utter disregard to his 
personal safety in the face of intense militants’ fire. 

14. 2478603 Sepoy Ranjit Singh, 

Punjab (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 3 September 1994) 

On 03 September 1994. 5 Rashtriya Rifles battalion laid 
cordon in Hazratbal Mohalla locality of Anantnag in Jammu 
and Kashmir. At about 1230 hours, information wls re¬ 
ceived from a source that Bilal Ahmed. District Commander 
of Tehriqul Mujahideen was hiding somewhere in a cluster 
of houses in the locality, When the search party entered the 
house of one Bashir Ahmecl, Sepoy Ranjit Singh went in first 
covered by another sepoy. Rest of the search party follow¬ 
ed behind them. 

When the search party reached the kitchen and started 
removing the cupboards, looking for possible hideout. Bilal 
Ahmed suddenly opened fire from an opening wilh his AK- 
56 Rifle. Sepoy Ranjit Singh who was close to this opening, 
first fired into the hole, thereby injuring Ihe militant and in 
a most daring act tried to pull out the rifle of Ihe terrorist 
wilh one hand. The militant con’inued firing bursts and 
Sepoy Ranjit Singh sustained bullet injuries in his hand and 
stomach and made the supreme sacrifice. Even while falling 
down, Sepoy Ranjit Singh, with total disregard to personal 
safety not only injured the dreaded militant blit continued 
firing which saved the lives of the rest of the search party 
from certain death, 

Sepoy Ranjit Singh, thus displayed unflinching devotion to 
duty and exemplary courage at the cost of his own life. 


15, 7431151 Sepoy Om Shiv Shamia, 

Intelligence Corp.: (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 5 September 1991) 

On specific information regarding anti national elements’ 
hideout in area Kunthal in Jammu and Kashmir a cordon 
and search operation was organised. The cordon was es’nb- 
1 i.shed by 0530 hours on 05 September 94 by a composite 
force led by a Brigadier. Sepoy Om Shiv Sharma as the 
Intelligence OR was part of the Commander’s protection 
party and was thus moving nlongwhh him when the search 
of the first house commenced. The nulitan's who had been 
surprised by the effective cordon sensed the approach of the 
security forces and opened up with murderous hail of fire 
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on to the Commander's protection party. In this fullistide 
of lire, Sepoy Om Shiv Shaima was hit in his groin and fell 
down. Displaying indomitable courage, grim determination 
and paying scant attention to his personal injury. Sepoy Om 
Shiv Sharma sensing grave danger to the life of the Com¬ 
mander fired at the ANE who had charged outside the house 
and was spraying bullets all around. Sepoy Om Shiv 
Sharma killed the ANE with his effective fire. Inspite of 
his life ebbing away, he carried on exhorting hi? colleagues 
in .search operations and was a source of inspiration to all, 
Due to the critical wound sustained, he succumbed to his 
injuries Inter. 

Sepoy Om Shiv Sharma, thus, displayed indomitable 
courage and spirit of self sacrifice. 

16, Major Rajesh Kumar Sharma (TC-48241), 

26 Punjab 

(Effective date of the award : 6 September 1994) 

On 1)5 September 94, at about 1830 hours a militant’s 
house in village Buna Wadur was raided. The hiding mili¬ 
tant threw grenades and brought down heavy volume of fire. 
In this fierce encounter, Major Rajesh Kumar Sharma 
stormed the house by climbing the roof and shot dead '-he 
Hizbul Mujahideen militant. Again on 06 September 94, 
while addressing village Doru, three militants who were in 
the paddy fields fired at our troops and ran inside the village. 
A parly under Major Rajesh Kumar Sharma chased the 
militants lor 500 metres. The militants fired back and en¬ 
tered the nearby house. Major RK Sharma’s appeal to 
surrender was responded by indiscriminate firing which 
continued for about 45 minutes. The Officer decided to 
personally s'otrn the house with one sepoy. Major Rajesh 
Kumar Sharma stormed the house from a window and killed 
the dreaded platoon commander of Hizbul Mujahideen and 
injured another militant. In the meanwhile, the third mili¬ 
tant fired at the Officer and nlon^with the injured militant 
jumped to the adjacent house. Major Rajesh Kumar Sharma 
with total disregard to personal safe'y also jumped on the 
roof of the house and followed them. During the Acre; 
fight, the Officer undeerred by the hail of bullets coming 
on to him, charged and killed both the militants. 

Major Rajesh Kumar Sharma. thus, displayed personal 
vilour, excellent leadership qualities and unmatched profes¬ 
sional skill. 


17. Squadron Leader Tony Paul Nanda (17697-N), 
Flying (Pilot) 

(Effective date of the award : 15 September 1994) 

Squadron Leader Tony Paul Nanda is on the posted 
strength of a Chetak /Cheetah Helicopter Flight, Air Force, 
since 17 January 94. 

On 15 September 94, he was detailed to undertake a 
casualty evacuation mission in a Chetak Helicopter from 
Gota village in Riasi district of J&K State, Being aware 
that the casualties were hit 'by bullets fired by Anti National 
Elements, he took due precautions in approaching and land¬ 
ing at the helipad located at a height of 6900' amsl. 

He loaded the two casualties quickly and occupied the 
Pilot seat. The instant the rotors were engaged, the heli¬ 
copter was fired upon from the hill and was hit. One bullet 
grazed Sqn Ldr Nanda's head. Bleeding profusely and in 
a dazed condition, he gathered his wits and decided that the 
best course of action was to get airborne. 

He took off amidst a spray of bullets and selected thi 
most suitable escape route. Even in the face of the grave 
danger, the safety of his helicopter and passengers was para¬ 
mount to him. Despite his own injury, instead of landing 
at the nearest airfield he insisted that the aircraft be flown 
to Jammu, so that the casualties could reach the civil hos¬ 
pital in time. The sheer professionalism, clarity of 
thought and exceptional courage displayed by Sqn Ldr TP 
Nanda under such dangerous circumstances is in keeping 
with the highest traditions of the Air Force. 

Squadron Leader Tony Paul Nanda, thus, displayed 
courage, determination and dedication beyond the call of 
duty with utter disregard to his personal safety. 


18. JC-183532 Naib Subedar Tarsem Singh, 

19 Jammu and Kashmir Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective dale of the award : 23 September 1994) 

Cordon and search operations under Naib Subedar Turseem 
Singh were launched in a village in district Dodu of Jammu 
and Kashmir on 23 September 94. At 0700 houis his search 
party came under fire from inside a house. Naib Subedar 
Tarsem Singh quickly organized close cordon of the house. 
He co-ordinated the fire support to pin down the militant 
and fired a rocke! which partially deslioyed the house. 

At 1245 hours again the search party came under fire 
from ano.her house. The troops immediately retaliated and 
relurned fire. Small arms fire was not effective on the mili¬ 
tant hiding inside the house. The Junior Commissioned 
Officer reacted to neutralize the effective lire and in order 
to save his men from danger he himself took the Rocket 
Launcher and went to a suitable location. While t akin g ntm 
for firing the Rocket he was hit by a burst of militant's fire 
on his head. Inspite of his fatal injuries he still fired the 
round which destroyed the house partially, Hi, idomitublo 
courage, presence of mind and grim determination resul ed 
in the killing of the militant and saving the precious lives 
of his mt n. 

Naib Subedar Tarsem Singh, thus, fought valiantly and 
attained martyrdom in performance of duty. 


19. 4555557 Sepoy Satpal Singh, 

9 Mthar (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award: 11 November 1994) 

On receiving information of presence of a group of 10 
armed militants in village Duda in Doda district of Jammu 
and Kashmir a battalion operation was planned to seek en¬ 
counter with the group of militants. 

Sepoy Satpal Singh was detailed as scout of a column. 
While the column was moving towards Urhnal at 0600 hours 
on 11 November 94, it spotted 03 civilians, suddenly. On 
being challenged the civilians threw off their blankets and 
opened effective fire. Simultaneously the militants hiding in 
the adjoining wooded spur opened the fire from defiladed 
position. Sepoy Satpal Singh engaged the militants despite 
being exposed to their fire in the open. During the ex¬ 
change of fire Sepoy Satpal Singh was fatally wounded. 
Still he continued inflicting casualties on militants and main¬ 
tained contact with them till he succumbed to his injuries. 

Sepoy Satpal Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous courage 
in the face of heavy adds and made the supreme sacrifice. 


20. 411664 Rifleman Rama Shankar, 

Assam Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award : 14 December 1994) 

Rifleman Rama Shankar of 4th Assam Rifles, despite hav¬ 
ing returned back from a long patrol duty the previous even¬ 
ing, volunteered to go with the patrol ‘Suraj’ which was 
tasked to seek an encounter with the Nalionnl Socialist 
Council of Nagaland (NSCN) undergtounds and kill/ 
apprehend them. 

At approximately 1010 hours on 14 December 1994. the 
patrol had an encounter with NSCN(S) hos'iles in general 
area Sana Lok river in Manipur. The leading section came 
under heavy and accurate fire of undergrounds from a domi¬ 
nating feature. Rifleman Rama Shankar immediately charged 
the undergrounds alungwith his Commander. During [he 
assault his Commander was mortally wounded. On seeing 
this, Rifleman Rama Shankar, with utter disregard to his 
personal safety, charged on the hostiles thus killing one 
hostile and prevented undergrounds from snatching away 
any arms, ammunition and equipment of his own comrades, 
In the process he was fatally wounded in hi,s chest due to 
a Light Machine Gun burst. Notwithstanding the injury, ho 
continued to move forward on his knees and subsequently 
on his belly firing his personal weapon till he breathed his 
last. His undaunting courage forced the hostiles to abandon 
their position in panic, leaving behind a large quantity of 
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arms, ammunition equipment, incriminating documents and 
dead bodies of their two colleagues. 

Rifleman Rama Shankar, thus, displayed exemplary act of 
gallantry and made tho supreme sacrifice while fighting the 
undergrounds. 


21. GS-160418F Driver Mechanical Equipment, 

Kurra Ram (BRBD) 

(Effective date of the award : 24 February 1995) 

Shri Kurra Ram was deployed on formation cutting on 
Galhar Sanfm-j road in militancy affected Doda District of 
Jammu and Kashmir. 

Working on the road sector from KM 46 to 54 of Galhar- 
Sansari road is nerve breaking as it is an extremely dangerous 
ZOfte due to the incessant flow of shooting stones and ; now 
avalanches. To add to this, wind speeds and wind chill 
effect makes dozer operation a herculean task. Shri Kurra 
Ram volunteered for formation cutting operation on this 
stretch. 

On 24 February 1995 at about 1100 hrs Shri Kurra Ram 
along his dozer was buried under a massive avalanche that 
injured him in the process. No sooner had he extricated 
himself than a second avalanche thundered down a. few feet 
away. Shri Kurra Ram still kept his cool and exhibited rare 
courage. Even though the detachment incharge advised him 
to take rest and medical aid, the injured Shri Kurra Ram 
continued operating the dozer till he negotiated it a consi¬ 
derable distance away to safety. After receiving minimum 
first aid, he continued working relentlessly beyond the call 
of duty in sub-zero temperatures, It was due to his courage, 
vigour and zeal that the task of formation cutting in this 
location was achieved in time against all odds. He also 
set a rare example that invigorated his comrades, 

Shri Kurra Ram. thus, displayed indomitable courage, 
valor, high sense of responsibility and fortitude under severe 
weather conditions with utter disregard to his personal safety. 

22. 1361.1971 Lance Havildar Rajbir 
Para 

(Effective date of the award : 12 April 1995) 

Lance Havildar Rajbir of the Parachute Regiment was 
part of the raid parly tasked to apprehend Self Styled Deputy 
Home Minister Q Tuccu and Ex Deputy Supenn'endent of 
Police Kekheto Sema, one of the four Battalion Commanders 
of National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Issac-Muivah) 
group in Nihoto village in Nagaland on night 11/12 April 
1995. 

At around 0610 hours on 12 April 1995, Self Styled Major 
Kekheto Sema wa s spotted moving towards the suspected 
house, Lance Havildar Rajbir alongwith Major Basil Massey 
moved into apprehend the underground officer. Self Styled 
Major Kekheto Selma seeing them rushing toward him fled 
with his bodyguard in a gypsy. Major Basil Massey inime-' 
diately commandered another gypsy from the village and 
alongwith Lance Havildar Rajbir pursued the fleeing under¬ 
ground. After charing the gypsy for approximately four 
kilometres, cross country through fields, Lance Havildar 
Rajbir fired from hi j moving vehicle, puncturing one of the 
lyres of the fleeing underground. Lance Havildar Rajbir 
saw Self Styled Major Kekheto Sema lob a grenade towards 
Major Basil Massey who was advancing towards him He 
at once shouted for Major Massey to stop as he sensed that 
Major Massey had not seen the grenade lobbed at him. 
Simultaneously Lance Havildar Rajbir leaped in front of 
Major Massey to 'hicld him from the grenade blast and in 
the resultant explosion both were thrown to one side. Lance 
Havildar Rajbir though bleeding profusely from splinter in¬ 
juries to his left temple, abdomen and both legs chased the 
juries to his left temp’e, abdomen, and both legs chased the 
him dead. He was later identified as the bodyguard of Self 
Styled Major Kekheto Sema. 

Lance Havildar Rajbir, thus, displayed strong will dedi¬ 
cation and couragious action, much beyond the call of duty.

On the fateful night of 7th November, 1994 Shri Radhey¬ 
shyam, Home Guard Volunteer was on Law and Order duties 
at Check Post Kardwala under Police Station Sadhulshar in 
Rajasthan. At about 19.30 hours Police Station Sadhulshar 
alerted all checkposts ou wireless about one incident of 
snatching of one motorcycle by three unknown miscreants 
at gun point in Llanumangarh. At about 1945 hours of the 
same date, a motor cycle with rider and two pillion rider 
was spotted the checkpost. When chollengcd, the occupants 
of the motorbike escaped in the adjoining cultivation field 
under the cover of darkness deserting the motor cycle. The 
Guards of the check post chased the persons and Shri 
Radheyshyam nabbed one of them v Idle other members of 
Guards charted other two. The miscreants nabbed by Shri 
Radheyshyam struggled hard to get rid of the grip of the 
Home Guard Volunteer but failed.

In the intervening nhhl of 8tll and 9th May, 1995, there 
was a devastating fire in the town of Chaier-i-Shericf io 
Jammu & Kashmir. On receipt of a tire emergency coll at 
0050 hrs, Shri M. S. Dar, Director of Fite Service with his 
Assistant Directors rushed for the site of incident after des¬ 
patching all lire fighting recourses. At about 0230 hours, the 
response party was stranded at the Hospital crossing due to 
constant cross thing between the militants and the security 
forces which made the site of fire incident completely in¬ 
accessible. Shri M. S. Dar and his team of file fighters lead 
to physically crawl on the ground to reach the site of lire 
amidst heavy firing inspite of some bullets hitting the appli¬ 
ances. The officers made a thorough reccee of the situaikm 
and the surroundings and found the Shrine and the adjacent 
wooden structure of Khnnkah Mosque as the site of conflaga- 
ration. Shri Dar, Director of Fire Service, Jammu & Kash¬ 
mir, then took full operational command of the situation and 
made meticulous planning for operation Shri Sofi, Assistant 
Director was entrusted to the laying of charged hose pipes 
from the posterior side of the Shrine and Shri L. A. Khan 
was made responsible for ensuring continuous supply of 
water.

On the early hours of 31st October, 1994, there was a 
major fire with sporadic explosions in the Steel Authority of 
India Plot of Marshalling Yard of Madias Port Trust. Some 
hazardous chemicals slock piled in the yard wa<s water-re¬ 
actant. Due to incessent rain, the water reactant chemicals 
was set ablaze which also caused explosions. At about 0205
